After returoin 
from a journey so laborious, he made himself 
fully acquainted with the nature of a lead, which 
he did by scrutinizing those already in success 
ful operation, and by frequent inquiries for the 
desirable information from persons fully ac- 
ro with art of mining.

SPANISH DIGGINGS. 

The “Spanish Diggings,” situated on Clear 
Creek, about thicts ite miles from the base of 
the mountains, and ten miles from the base of 
the Suowy Range. At present this district is 
almost exclusively “ gulch diggings,” paying an 
average of from two to five dollars per day to 
the man. There are three quartz leads just be- 
ing opened, one of a very peculiar character, by 
Mr. James Thorp, of Lane county, Mo.

QUALITY OF GOLD.

It was presumed by many that no capital was 
required to obtain it, while the reverse is the 
fact. To mine successfully bere, requires aver 
large capital—and even on a small scale it will 
requirefrom $500 to $1,000, with a good supply 
of provisions. Itis to be re etted that there 
are numbers here, now working for very low 
wages, endeavoring to save means to return to 
the States. In fact, there are hundreds here who 
would most willingly leave at any moment, if 
provided with the means to doso. Mining is 
exceedingly hard work,and men bebolding to 
their labor are unwilling to work fer small com. 
with miserable accommodations.
